He Also Predicts Slim Crop 
: Production. 


Washington.—The weather, ever a 
favorite and inexhaustible. conversa- 
tional topic, is the bone of contention 
fo “a ted-tror—controversy between 
meteorologists bere, with the imme- 
diate welfare of the nation In the 
balance. ans 
- If one group of scientists, headed 
by government weather forecasters, 
has the correct side of the argument, 
the present winter will be not much 
Olfferent from other winters and next 
year will record the seasons in- regu- 
lar order. : 

If the government experts and their 
eupporters are wrong, however, the 
severe cold weather that already has 
been experienced by residents of Dil- 
nols is but a foretaste of even worse 
things in store for them, which will be 
the prelude of o “year without a sum- 
mer.” : : 
Predicts Siim Crops. 

Herbert Janvrin Brown, a long-range 
weather forecaster, told a gathering of 
county farm agents here that the pres- 
ent winter will be unuaually severe 
‘and that the fall of snow and the ther- 
mometer will be unprecedented during 
the last half century. ° He also pre- 
dicted that there will be little warm 
weather next year, to which he added 
the ominous forecast that crop produc- 
tion would be slim and that there Is 
@ strong probability that the output 
of American farms would be unequal 
to the national appetite, 

The government: weather bureau 
counters with the statement that Brown 
doesn’t know anything about future 
weather. conditions, and that in this 
respect he is no better informed than 
are other meteorologists. Bxperlence 
has demonstrated that it is not safe, 
nor js it possible, to look ahead longer 
than a week, and that long-range fore- 
casting at best Is guessing, and not 
very good guessing at that, according 
to federal authority. 

In rebuttal of this contention, Browa 
declares that since 1920 he has ac- 
curately forecast weather a year 
alread, and: that on the basis of his 
predictions he has made crop estimates 
that have been more reliable than 
have been those of the Department of 
Agricuiture, which {s official guardian 
of the weather. 

Brown bases his weather predictions 
on ocean currents, which he claims 
determine the weather conditions of 
this continent. During the last sev- 
eral years there have been pronounced 
changes in these currents, the most 
important of which bas been a de- 
cided drop tn their temperature, and 
from this he argues that 1927 {s to be 
a@ repetition of 1815, which is said to 
huve been a “year without a sum- 
mer,” with almost complete crop fail- 
ure north of Tennessee. ¢ 

Voicanic Activity Needed. 

A year ago Brown declared that the 
only phenomena needed to fulfill his 
forecast was volcanic activity, which, 
be said, would fill the upper atmos- 
phere with dust particles and reduce 
the sun’s heat. He now points out 
that Vesuvius by its recent eruption 
has supplied this omission, and he de- 
clares that he is more convinced than 
ever that the present winter will be a 
record-breaker for cold and snow, aud 
that the accompanying chilling of 
the earth crust, with colder ocean 


currents and reduced solar heat, will | 


make the ensuing summer one long 
to be remembered by those who sur- 
vive it. 

It is conceded by weather sharps 
that so far this seuson Brown has had 
all the “breaks,” the Northern states 
having had wore than a = sormal 
amount of low temperature. Govern- 
ment forecasters, however, refuse to 
concede that the weather of the last 
few days is «x sample of what is in 
store for the balance of the winter, 
and they laugh at the suggestion that 
there will be fce and snow In all the 
Northern states every month of 1927, 
as Brown declares will be the case.

(By the County Nurse) 


The twentieth century has been 
called the “Age of Science” and it 


is highly significant that a large bulk 
of work accomplished in research has 
been in the line of health work. 
Safely the race leaves behind it the 
fanaticism of the middle ages, when 
people were taught to torment and 
often even disfigure the body in the 
interest of holiness. Medicine men 
and such customs are a thing of the 
past. We pause to pay homage to 
ancient Greece whence came. the 
ideal of physical perfection and, aid- 
ed by science, we go out to conquer 
disease, to build for the improve- 
ment cf men, women and children. 
Good health, again, is the pot of gold 
at the end of the rainbow that every- 
one of us seeks. Not one corner in 
the field of human ills need he neg- 
lected in the present day and age. 
Until recently nobody ever thought 
of teeth as an important factor in 
the problem of disease. However, it 
is now definitely known that bad 
teeth can be the source of a number 
of infectious diseases, especially di- 
seases of the heart, blood, kidneys, 


and joints. Development of the X- 
Ray’ has shown infected roots of 
teeth to be the obscure tause of 


many “rheumatic” and other joint 
troubles. Now this is very common- 
ly known. 

A great many parents, who other- 
wise keep careful watch over their 
children’s health, are inclined to be 
careless about the condition of not 
only baby teeth, but the first perma- 
nent teeth which are of such para- 
mount importance to thr develop- 
ment of the jaw and the general nu- 
trition. They do not realize that it 
is just as important to care for the 
first set of teeth as for the second,

One is that Stamboul is a 
corruption of a phrase which the 
Turkish invaders. yeard the Greeks 
Say, ‘ees teen poleen,’ literally ‘to the 
city.” Another supposition is that 
4zlani,t meaning ‘true believing,’ and 
‘bul’ meaning ‘copious,’ have been 
welded together by the Turks Into 
Stamboul, ‘abounding in the true Mos- 
lem faith. 

“Emperor, Constantine, for whom 
Constantinople is named, did not him- 
self give It that name, On May 11, 
380 A. D., Constantine called together 
a masa meeting in the newly complet- 
ed hippodrome, It was a ceremony 
of rejoicing. A new city had been 
bullt, destined to succeed Rome as 
capital of the Roman empire for 11 
centuries, At the high polnt of the 
hippodrome pageant Constantine dedi- 
cated the city to Christianity and 
named it Nova Roma. 

“Tt was the Greeks who called ft 
Constantinoupolis and finally it be- 
came Constuntinople. The patriarch 
of the Greek church still signs his title 
‘bishop of Constantinople, New Rome,’ 
but Nova Roma was forgotten. So 
was the original name, Byzantium for 
King. Byzas, a local ruler, who first 
built a town on the Golden Horn 
peninsula. : 

“Turks have had other affectionate 
names for Constantinople just as 
Amerfeans cal! New York, Father 
Knickerbocker. Sometimes the Turks 
cali it Oummoudunia, ‘the Mother of 
the World,’ and sometimes Islumbol, 
‘the City of Islam.’ Another name is 
Der el Saadet, ‘the {ity of Felfcity.’ 
Arabs call it by a name which is sig- 
nificant, Et Farruch, ‘the Earth Divid- 
er." 


Government Railroad 
Reports $1,116,000 Loss 


Washington.—Whlile ‘the ratiroads 
throughout the United States are en- 
joying their greatest period of pros- 
perlty, the only government-owned 
Mne—the Alaskan railroad—sustained 
a loss of $1,116,000 for the year, its 
general manager reported to the sec- 
retary of the interior recently. 

Revenves of the road increased by 
$206,274 during the year, while operat- 
ing expenses were cut $298,000. 

Plans for the completion of the road 
and purchase of modern equipment 
call for an expenditure of approxi-
